It is found upon inquiry that Louisville 
business men are not seeking the trade of 
the towns on the lower Ohio, while Cin- 
emnati and Evansville are, if possible, 
more industrious than ever. We feel con- 
fident that were Louisville merchants to 
make an efiort at all commensurate with 
the present and prospective magnitude of 
the trade to secure it, their labors would 
be crowned with the most flattering re- 
sults. This should be done, and it should 
be remembered that the longer the work is 
postponed the more difficult will it be to 
achieve success. The work demands con- 
cert of action. One or two houses would 
find the task herculean, while a dozen 
houses, representing the various branches 
of trade, could accomplish it in one season. 
We are gratified to know that the work 
has commenced in earnest. One of the 
oldest and wealthiest houses in the depart- 
ment of groceries is in the. field, and its 
that the merchants whom be visited are 
well disposed towards Louisville, but for 
some time past have been almost totally 
neglected by the merchants of this city.

The new class of 
lren-ciad ships of war, and the latest description 
of frigates, are pronounced totally unfit for 
blockade purposes or eficient in-shore cruisers.

Petroleum shipments continue to be made by 
neutral fags from N.w York and Philadeiphia to 
German ports, beth Ja the North Sea and Baltic, 
though, for al reasons, many shippers 
prefer to ship via Russiem, Danish and Austrian 
ports. The Austrians have arranged for a line of 
steamers between Trieste, London, Liverpool and 
Southampton. The expense attending this route 
whl be somewhat more than direct shipments, 
but not sufficient to haye apy influence upon most 
manufactured articles.
